Many or Them Hunt Sine*; the Terrible 


Storm of •!)«. 


St. Louis is full of cyclone cellars, 


says the St. Louis Republic. Nearly al] 
of them have been built since that ter- 
rible 27th of May. One of them has ex- 
isted longer than thai. 
It is in the 


home of Mr. D. L. Parrish, in Cabaune 
place. 
Mr. Parish was caught in >.iie 


collapse of the old Belvidere hotel, on 
Washington avenue. It was a never- 
to-be forgotten experience, and when 
he began to build his home he made up 
his mind to provide against all emer- 
gencies. This is how hn comes to hav-s 
a cyclone cellar older than the cyclone 
\Vliile not a thing of beauty, Mr. Par- 
rish's "hole in the ground" is one 
f. 


comfort. 
It is as deep as the founda- 


tion of the house and reared in the 
southwest corner o£ the cellar. 
Its 


walls are of stone, three and one-iial: 
£eet thick. 
Heavy crossbeams 
forir 


the roof of this safety house. Two win 
dows are outwardly, one to the south 
the oilier to the north. 
They wen 


protected by iron gratings first, hit 
Mr. Parrish very 
wisely has taken 


these out. in order to facilitate egress 
should such n necessity occur. A heavy 
oaken door that can be barred and 
locked makes the place burglar proof. 
The floor of this novel cyclone house 
is cemented and covered with a soft, 
warm carpet. 
A comfortable couch is 


fitted into one corner. In another are 
several massive 
shelves filled with 


provisions. 
These provisions are re- 


newed every time the sky clouds up 
suspiciously. 
Mr. Parrish feels per- 


fectly safe with his cyclone celler. "It 
is very comfortable, and I am sure if 
the entire house blew away my cellar 
room would be intact," says he. 
"It 


is a protection for my wife and chil- 
dren while I am away, and I can bear 
the thought o£ another cyclone calam- 
ity better downtown hy knowing that 
they have a place of shelter. 
During 


the season following the cyclone an 
architect friend of mine had at one 
time eight plans of 
houses on his 


boards, every one of which called for a 
cyclone cellar to match mine." 
Mr. 


Parrlsh's cyclone cellar is the coolest 
place in the house and serves another 
good turn in the Parrisl. family. 
The 


little Parrishes are excellent amateur 
photographers, and use it for a dark 
romn when it is not 
otherwise en- 


gaged.

A Netr Frxer Funtslte. 


A report in a foreign 
publication 


falls attention to what is described as 
ihe parasite of "a nun-malarial rerail- 
ent tever." 
The author of the report 


•xaniined the blood of a patient af- 
licted with this fe\Pi. 
He found a 


parasite of a most curious fotm. being 
made up of tentacles, and knobs. This 
liscovery h.is atttacted marked atten- 
tion and a special lino of investigation 
to be made upon it 
During some of 


the examinations other parasites were 
found in the blooil—entirely new ones. 
In onp instame they seem to crowd 
into the blood corpuscles and remain 
there without pioducing any special ef- 
fect—certainly not any injurious re- 
sults. 
The number ef bacilli that the 


blood may harbor without apparent in- 
jury to the individual is one of the 
curious facts in physiological science. 
Scores of them are known to be ben- 
evolent and possibly necessary to iil'c: 
others are malignant not only in thoir 
character but in their conduct, vicious- 
ly devouring and 
d*stroying every- 


thing tnat conies v, ithin their reach. 
Microscopic science, as far aa the ba- 
cilli thr.t inakcs up the human system 
is concerned, is yot in its infancy; 
but interested students and improved 
appliances will soon make these in- 
habitants of thp blood as familiar to 
our eyes as the onlmaiy forms of ani- 
mal life.
